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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To quickly self-discharge the introduced static electricity by sticking a conducting 
material to conducting fibers. 

CONSTITUTION: A conducting material is stuck to conducting fibers. For the method to stick 
the conducting material to conducting fibers, a method to mechanically rub fibers and the 
conducting material with a ball mill or a sand mill, a method to adsorb a metal compound on 
fibers then chemically plate on fibers with a reducing agent or deposition is used. A self- 
discharge is performed at sharp portions of conducting fibers, when fibers have a large quantity 
of fuzzing, a discharge occurs more easily, but the fuzzing of fibers has a limit, a fixed area is 
required for an atmospheric discharge. The conducting material is stuck to fibers to increase 
the surface area, a discharge can be performed from the sharp sections of the conducting 
material. 
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
